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Treasurer's  Report 

For  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  3K  1994,  the  MGH  Nurses  Alumnae  Association 
earned  a total  of  $42,539  from  dues,  the  annual  fund  drive,  interest  from  bank  accounts 
and  miscellaneous  donations  to  the  general  fund. 

For  that  same  period  ending  December  3 1 . 1994,  expenses  from  the  general  operations  of 
the  association  were  $69,863.  Therefore  the  association  had  a deficit  of  $27,423  requir- 
ing a transfer  of  funds  from  other  funding  sources.  For  comparative  purposes,  fiscal  1993 
had  a deficit  of  $17,296  and  fiscal  1992  had  a cash  increase  of  $2,624. 

Although  expenditures  for  fiscal  1994  were  down  from  1993  and  1992,  membership  dues 
were  significantly  less  than  prior  years.  This  was  due  primarily  from  later  mailings  for 
the  1995  dues  notices  as  well  as  a new  format  causing  confusion  with  many  members. 

There  were  no  loans  given  during  fiscal  year  1994.  The  amount  of  scholarship  monies 
that  were  disbursed  was  $16,500. 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  a consolidation  of  the  Felicia  Kulig  Fullerton  scholar- 
ship Fund  from  three  separate  bank  accounts  into  a Fidelity  Asset  Manager  Account 
which  will  yield  higher  interest  rates  than  standard  bank  accounts.

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Small  Beginnings 


Commencement  Address 
Given  by 

Henry  J.  Mankin  MD 
May,  1995 

I am  enormously  honored  to  be  chosen  to  give  this  commencemrn  address  ...  entitled  "Small 
Beginnings"  but  I think  it  is  fair  to  say  that  beginnings  are  not  simple  things.  If  anyone  doubts 
this,  please  try  sitting  down  in  front  of  a word  processor  to  write  a speech  entitled  "small 
beginnings'  a few  days  before  you  have  to  give  it  to  a body  as  intelligent  and  critical  as  the 
faculty  and  students  of  the  IHP!  I was  able  to  put  the  title  at  the  top  of  the  page;  and  then  to 
my  horror,  I couldn't  quite  figure  out  how  to  begin! 

As  I thought  about  beginnings  of  things,  the  one  which  leaped  into  my  mind  and  probably 
yours  as  well  is  the  famous  biblical  beginning,  the  best  described  and  most  famous  frame  of 
reference  for  most  of  us  is  from  Genesis  Chapter  1 in  the  Old  Testament  which  reads: 

In  the  beginning  God  created  the  heaven  and  the  earth,  and  the  earth 
was  without  form  and  void;  and  darbies  was  upon  the  face  of  the  deep. 

And  the  spirit  of  God  moved  upon  the  face  of  the  waters. 

The  first  Book  of  Moses,  Genesis  Chapter  1 verses  1 - 3 

If  one  condiders  that  series  of  acts,  it  is  clear  that  beginnings  are  creative ...  enormous  in  scope 
...  requiring  of  great  energy ...  and  very  arduous ...  hence  the  need  for  rest  on  the  seventh  day  I 
But  I think  that  that  beginning  was  a really  big  one  and  even  if  you  doubt  that  it  all  happened 
that  way,  it  still  was  a pretty  staggering  series  of  events. 

The  beginning  that  I want  to  talk  about  is  not  a big  beginning  but  a small  one.  Not  enormous, 
not  really  requiring  of  great  energy,  although  at  the  time  was  really  quite  arduous.  What  we 
are  here  to  celebrate  is  the  small  beginning  of  the  IHP  which  thirteen  years  ago  admitted  its 
first  1 2 students  to  be  taught  by  a faculty  of  6 full  and  1 3 part  time  members.  I am  particularly 
pleased  to  note  and  indeed  honor  professor  BA  Harris  who  was  one  of  those  first  students! 

Since  the  IHP  is  by  some  definitions  at  least  small,  and  certainly  was  then,  let  us  look  at  small 
beginnings.  A really  odd  term,  when  you  think  about  it.  I didn't  know  where  the  quote  for 
this  came  from  until  I looked  it  up.  I discovered  that  it  is  actually  not  one  but  two  quotes.  The 
first  one  chronologically  was  that  of  John  Bradford  the  first  Governor  of  Massachusetts  who 
in  1620  said: 

Thus  out  of  small  beginnings  greater  things  have  been 
produced  by  His  hand  that  made  all  things  of  nothing, 
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and  ^ivcs  hcin^  to  all  things  (hat  arc;  and  as  one  small 
candle  my  li(>h(  a thousand,  so  the  liy,h(  here  kindled  hath 
shone  unto  many,  here  is  some  sort  to  our  whole  nation. 

John  Bradford  "Plymouth  Plantation"  1620-1647 

I must  say  parenthetically  that  this  is  not  an  entirely  comprehensible  statement;  which  I think 
set  the  standard  for  all  succeeding  governors  of  our  state  (and  furthermore,  1 think  I can  say 
with  some  assurance  that  the  disease  is  getting  worse  with  advancing  time)!  Truth  be  know, 
it  is  also  a bit  too  religious  for  me  and  probably  for  this  organization,  so  I would  rather  chose 
to  look  at  John  Dryden's  shorter  and  more  famous  quote  from  1667  which  reads  simply  and 
quite  beautifully: 

Nature's  handmaid  Art, 

Makes  mighty  things  from  small  beginnings  grow 
John  Dryden  "Annus  Mirabilis"  1667 

So  what  I think  the  IHP  has  done  and  is  still  doing  is  to  make  mighty  things  from  small 
beginnings  grow! 

Let  us  look  at  some  small  beginnings  and  see  how  they  grew  and  ultimately  came  to  vastly 
influence  our  lives.  Surely  there  are  some  of  you  in  the  audience  who  remember  one  of  the 
most  signal  events  of  our  early  years  which  took  place  in  1936 ...  the  birth  of  superman!  From 
that  small  beginning  a really  mighty  and  enduring  fantasy  tale  grew  which  in  many  ways 
dominated  our  early  reading,  listening  and  ultimately  viewing  lives.  Another  small 
beginning  can  be  recalled  from  pictures  of  a raggle-taggle  group  of  men  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio 
who  in  1889  go  together  weekends  to  play  baseball  for  nickles  and  dimes.  This  first 
professional  baseball  team,  the  Cincinnati  Redlegs,  playing  on  sandlots  were  the  small 
beginning  which  led  to  our  current  group  of  polished  (and  vastly  overpaid)  titans  who  play 
the  same  game  in  the  most  beautiful  and  expensive  ball  parks  in  the  world. 

Perhaps  the  most  wonderful  small  beginning  of  all  is  in  the  birth  o f a child  ...  innocent, 
defenseless  and  unformed  but  of  enormous  potential.  I am  sure  we  are  all  enthralled  by  the 
great  accomplishments  of  these  our  children  and  how  they  grow  into  often  wonderful  creative 
adults  ...  although  everyone  of  us  wonders  how  that  wonderful  small  beginning  sometines 
leads  to  the  development  of  some  of  the  most  extraordinary  psychologic  disasters  we  have 
ever  seen. 

To  be  a bit  more  serious  there  are  some  special  historical  small  beginnings  that  clearly 
illustrate  the  meaning  of  the  term.  These  include  small  events  seemingly  not  very  important 
at  the  time  which  ultimately  changed  our  world  dramatically  and  made  it  a better  and  more 
wonderful  place  for  all  of  us.  Let  me  mention  just  a few  of  these.  In  1776and  just  before  that 
with  "a  shot  heard  round  the  world"  the  fathers  of  our  country  authored  the  Declaration  of 
Independence.  From  those  small  beginnings  came  the  mightiest  and  freest  nation  in  the  world 
which  at  least  for  our  early  history  was  absolutely  spectacular  in  its  growth  and  power. 
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Since  I am  a physician.  I will  ask  you  to  look  at  health  care;  these  also  arose  from  small 
beginnings.  First  man's  curiosity,  the  ancient  art  of  Hippocrates,  Vesalius,  DaVinci  and  many 
others  ultimately  led  to  small  beginnings  in  anatomical  discovery.  From  anatomy  came 
histology  then  biology  and  ultimately  biochemistry  and  molecular  biology  ..  all  from  that 
small  beginning.  In  1811  a really  small  beginning  was  the  charter  for  the  MGH;  and  the 
Bulfinch  Building  which  admitted  it's  first  patients  10  years  later;  and  in  1846  the  first  ether 
anesthetic  was  given  ...  all  small  beginnings...  but  that  contribution  and  those  of  Lord  Lister 
and  Semmelweis  and  many  others  led  to  modem  surgery  and  some  of  the  wonderful  things 
we  can  do  today  that  our  forebears  would  have  never  dreamed  could  have  occurred. 

Louis  Pasteur  said  that  microorganisms  cause  infection  ...  a small  beginning...  but  one  that 
led  to  great  discoveries.  Robert  Koch  first  established  that  the  tubercle  bacillus  did  in  fact 
cause  disease...  a seminal  discovery  which  defined  microbiology  as  a discipline  and 
ultimately  led  to  at  least  partial  control  of  one  of  the  major  plagues  or  mankind . . . tuberculosis. 
Walter  Reed,  Jesse  Lezear  and  Carlos  Finley  sought  the  means  of  transmission  of  Yellow 
Fever  in  Panama  and  with  this  small  beginning  defined  the  science  of  epidemiology.  All  of 
these  were  small  beginnings  but  it  is  easy  now  in  retrospect  to  realize  how  cmcial  they  have 
come  to  be  to  our  current  way  of  life  and  the  way  we  practice  our  art. 

In  a small  beginning  in  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania  in  the  late  40's  Hammond  and  Salk  and  later 
Sabin  challenged  the  curse  of  poliomyelitis  and  miraculously  won.  For  those  of  us  who  can 
remember  the  bad  old  days  of  polio  epicemics  and  the  horrors  which  followed,  we  can  thank 
God  for  that  small  but  wonderful  beginning.  Wilhelm  Conrad  Roentgen  started  his  small 
beginning  just  before  the  turn  of  the  century.  Neither  he  nor  any  of  us  would  have  guessed 
how  extraordinary  this  discovery  was  and  how  ultimately  x-rays  would  grow  to  be  the  most 
powerful  tool  medicine  has  ever  known.  From  that  small  beginning  there  came  ultimately 
a veritable  explosion  of  scientific  knowledge;  and  ultimately  appeared  the  bone  scan,  CT, 
MRI  and  soon  PET  scanning  and  who  knows  what  else  to  come,  it  seems  spectacularly  tme 
that: 


By  viewing  Nature,  Nature's  handmaid  Art, 

Makes  mighty  things  from  small  beginnings  grow. 

John  Dryden,  1667 

So  what  about  all  these  small  beginnings?  How  do  they  apply  to  us  and  more  particularly  to 
the  IHP  today  ? Well,  let  us  briefly  recount  for  you  how  it  all  began.  In  1 973  after  considerable 
and  sometimes  painful  internal  planning,  we  asked  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  for  the 
opinion  about  whether  we  could  do  it  or  not. ..and  after  hearing  after  hearing  with  opposition 
from  many  of  the  local  colleges...  in  1979  they  said  yes.  And  in  1981  Julian  Haynes  was 
appointed  the  first  Provost.  In  1981  we  bacame  the  Institute  ofHealth  Professions  and  in  1982 
our  first  students  were  admitted  to  occupy  the  tiny  spaces  in  Ruth  Sleeper  Hall;  then  came 
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the  painful  preparations  and  exercises  of  accreditation;  expansion  of  the  student  body  and 
faculty;  a move  to  River  Street  for  a bit  more  space...  Steve  Collier  elected  as  President,  the 
acquisition  of  the  Endowment  for  the  Sherrill  Ethics  Chair ...  Ruth  Purtillo  our  first  ethicist... 
the  opening  of  some  programs  and  closing  of  others  ...  faculty  expansions  ....  Patrick 
McCarthy  as  President  ...  move  to  Merrimac  Street...  expansion  of  Speech  Language 
Pathology  and  now  to  our  current  state  with  a student  body  of  534  and  a faculty  of  66. 

Sometimes  we  forget  that  institutions  are  people,  not  just  buildings  and  programs.  So  we 
ought  to  mention  just  a few  friends  and  comrades  along  the  way  ...  Mary  Carey  in  Dietetics; 
Nancy  Watts  and  Allen  Jetty  in  Physiotherapy;  Roz  Elms.  Beth  Grady  and  Judy  Lewis  in 
Nursing;  Barbara  Berkman  and  Phyllis  Silverman  in  Social  Work  ...  and  don't  forget  Bob 
Buchanan  as  the  interim  head  for  a few  years ...  and  of  course,  my  funny  valentine,  Lorraine 
Baugh  who  had  labored  so  long  and  effectively  as  a Trustee...  these  are  the  people  who  shared 
in  that  beginning  and  to  whom  we  owe  a great  deal. 

I believe  that  this  IHP  organization  has  endured  its  small  beginnings  with  style  and  grace  and 
indeed  has  become  a power  in  health  care  education.  And  with  the  proposed  development 
of  new  programs  such  as  the  Masters  in  Clinical  Research  and  Entry  Level  PT  program  and 
the  Doctoral  programs  soon  to  be,  is  blossoming  into  a great  health  educational  power  in 
Massachusetts.  That  this  small  beginning  that  we  have  defined  is  in  my  humble  opinion 
indeed  destined  for  great  things. 

If  one  considers  what  our  institute  stands  for,  1 think  it  can  all  become  very  clear.  We  are  by 
definition  academicians  ...  the  scholars,  such  as  we  are,  who  devote  some  or  all  of  our  lives 
to  some  things  other  than  the  pure  practice  of  the  healing  arts.  We  include  in  our 
responsibilities  and  indeed  as  sacred  trusts  the  maintenance  of  a curiosity  about  natural 
phenomena  and  the  absolute  and  essential  right  to  inspire  such  curiosity  in  those  we  teach. 
We  are  curious,  eager  to  know,  not  accepting  of  half  truths.  Not  blindly  following  the  words 
that  are  passed  on  to  us.  As  part  of  that  same  credo,  we  believe  in  knowledge  for  the  sake  of 
knowledge  and  depend  on  some  of  these  small  bits  of  knowledge  gained  as  a result  of  our 
curiosity  to  result  in  new  and  ultimately  important  "small  beginnings." 

Furthermore  in  my  opinion,  the  IHP  must  continue  to  embrace  the  principle  that  it  is  through 
education  that  we  grow  and  that  teaching  is  the  only  way  to  ensure  the  continued  greatness 
of  our  health  care  system.  Ultimately  our  goal  is  to  have  each  of  our  students  (like  our 
children)  do  things  better  than  we  ever  dreamed  that  we  could.  It  is  an  essential  part  of  the 
Spirit  of  Academia  and  must  be  a major  component  of  the  code  for  this  Institute. 

Before  we  rejoice  in  our  beginning  however,  I must  offer  one  more  small  note  of  caution. 
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Chaim  Potok  in  his  book  "In  the  Beginning"  said: 

All  heginniniis  are  hard. ..especially  a beginning  that  you 
make  for  yourself.  That's  the  hardest  beginning  of  all. 

Chaim  Potok  "In  the  Beginning"  1975 

And  that  as  we  all  know  is  the  real  truth  about  beginnings. ..they  are  hard. 

So  my  colleagues  and  fellow  "beginners",  I am  pleased,  proud  and  joyous  to  be  your  speaker 
at  this  almost  surely  hard  but  wonderful  beginning  that  we  have  made  for  ourselves.  And  I 
wish  to  extend  my  sincerest  thanks  to  all  of  you  for  the  extraordinary  honor  and  privilege  of 
seiA'ing  in  givmg  this  presentation. 

Finally  in  a talk  perhaps  too  liberally  interspersed  with  obscure  quotes,  may  I just  offer  one 
more  to  our  graduates  on  their  commencement.  This  is  from  the  late  great  Dr.  Suess  who  in 
his  book  "Oh  the  Places  You'll  Go"  said:
